It brought 
the Russian people to a condition of mis- 
ery that is without a parallel, even in the 
Dark Ages. 

Bolshevik theories proved disastrous 
Bolshevism was the logical outgrowth of 
the laborunion movemcst in industry. 
Trotzky studied it through the unions while 
in this country prior to 1918 and persuaded 
Lenin and cther radicals o put it into ef- 
fect in Russia. Bolshevism is the closed- 

e 


Bolshevism brought the Russian city and 
the village into violent disagreement. Con- 
trolled by the industrial workers, it took 
no consideration of the rights and the needs 
of the peasantry. Prior to 1914 the Russian 
peasant could perchase a shirt with thirty 
pounds of wheat. Under the administra- 
tion of the Bolsheviks 300 pounds of wheat 
were nec7ssary to purchase the same shirt. 

This ‘nerease in cost was due to the Bol- 
shevik principle of having all manufactur. 
ing done in government shops. The high 
wages demanded by the industrial work- 
ers, the waste and graft tn administration 
and the collapse of transportation systems 
were responsible for the excessively high 
prices that the peasants were forced to pay 
for wearing apparel, agricultural imple- 
ments anc other necessary manafactured 
products. Private industry could produce 
them at one-fifth the government price; so 
private manufacture or importation of man- 
ufactured articles was made a capital of- 
fense. 

The break between the cities and the 
villages was bound to come. The condition 
of the peasant was similar to that of an 
American farmer if the selling price of his 
wheat or corn was to remuin stationary 
and the cost of all he was forced to pur- 
chase was to increase tenfold. And when 
the break came tne cities were bound to 
collapse; for the peasants could feed them- 
selves, could raise hemp and make shirts, 
but the industrial workers could not man- 
ufacture foodstuffs. | 
This revolt of the peasantry explains the 
rise of Stalin to power and the downfall of 
Trotzky anc his ring ot industrial workers. 
It is possible that the pendulum will swing 
too iar in the other direction, that the peas- 
will oppress the industrial workers as 
were themselves oppressed; but, for 
present, the condition of the peasants 
least shows marked improvement. Sta- 
says that 
peasant must 


Through the rule of the peasant indus- 
try is being reestablished on the prewar 
basis. And to do this no change in the 
form of government is necessary. As a 
governmental institution sovietism is a 
form of representative democracy. The 
people of each politica] unit, beginning 
with the village, elect delegates to a dis- 
trict convention; the district convention se- 
lects national representatives, and the na- 
tional representatives select the President 
and Cabinet and pass the laws. 

The only objection to this form of gov- 
ernment is that the people have too little 
to do with the government, that they are 
too far removed from actual power; but fn 
form it is pure representative government, 
without any eompromise to “real democ- 
racy.” 

Through violence the Bolshevist party 
overthrew this form of government in 1917, 
along with the Kerensky administration. 
They refused to permit free elections, but 
appointed the national representatives from 
their own ranks. Then they proceeded to 
enact the decrees that brought Russia to 
a condition of misery. 
Stalia and his peasant suppprters have 
announced that they will guarantee the 
right of free election and that they will 
govern through free soviet institutions. 

To understand what is taking place in 
Russia one must distinguish between a so- 
viet government and a Bolshevist political 
party. The Bolshevist domination can be 
wiped out by the votes of the people with- 
out affecting in any way the soviet form of 
government. In our own country and State 
we have seen bad laws passed by a polit- 
feal group; but we do not condemn the 
legislative gystem because an occasional 
majority passes bad laws and wastes the 
money of the people. 

When the time comes to seriously con- 
sider American recognition of the soviet 
government of Russia the form of the in- 
stitutions will offer no hindrance. But the 
institutions must be purified, and the 
wrongs committed by the soviet adminis- 
tration mus, be righted. For the first time, 
however, @ way can be seen which may 
lead to the resumption of friendly relations 
between the American and Russian govern- 
ments.

ANCOUVER PROGRESS 

With the Pacific era now well under 
way, with its tremendous prospects as the 
center cf world activity, every Pacific 
Coast community has a friendly interest in 
every other community. The whole Pacific 
Coast region is engaged in a challenging 
dual program. It is further developing its 
Own resources and providing for interna- 
tional trade and development. 

Southern Californians ve, therefore, m- 
terested to learn of the progress and am- 
bitions of Vancouver, B. C. These are told 
in an .lluminating manner u an elaborate 
survey of business conditions in Vancouver 
and British Columbia compiled by the re- 
search division of the Vancouver Sun. 

The survey presents some important facts 


to support its opening statement that the 


Pacific Era arrived with the opening of 
the Panama Canal, which transformed the 
Pacific Coast from a back door to the front 
‘oor of the North American continent. 
Much of Vancouver's growth and pros- 
perity in recent years is attributed to the 
rapid development of the Pacific Era in the 
past six years. One indication of the ad- 
vance of Vancouver is its building record. 
The Canadian city has under construction 
new hotels, apartment-houses, stores, ele- 
vators, factories and residences aggregat- 
ing in value $80,000,000. The value of Van- 
couver building permits last July is de- 
clared to have been the second largest on 
the Pacific Coast, being exceeded only by 
Los Angeles. 
Another striking indication of growth is 
that six years ago less than 1,000,000 bush- 
els of Western Canada’s wheat were shipped 
via Vancouver. For the crop year 1925-26 
more than 54,000,000 bushels were shipped 
and it is expected that in the coming sea- 
son 75,000,000 bushels will be handled. In- 
crease of industrial production is also a 
strong factor of growth. ‘ 2 
From dll along the Coast come encour- 
aging reports, so that as the great Pacific 
region faces what promises to be the great- 
est economic activity in the world’s history 
it would seem that its various communities 
possess the strength, the courage and the 
resources to perform the great derelop- 
ment task successfully.

All unseemly levity aside, in embracing 
Fascism the San Marinans apparently knew 
what they were doing. At any rate, they 
have done it, and one wishes them joy of 
their peculiar political experiment.

LEIGH HUNT, 
_ CAPITALIST! 


BY THE BOOKWORM 

Leigh Hunt, capitalist, of Las 
Vegas, Nev., was registered at the 
Biltmore the other day. The inter- 
view with Mr. Hunt does not in- 
form us whether he is a descend- 
ant of the author of “Abou Ben 
Adhem,” but it seems likely that 
he comes of the same family, for 
he is a Britisher, once, was promi- 
nent in the Soudan and the inter- 
view he gave out here was in 
praise of England's new policy of 
giving independence to her. colo- 
nies.

meal ticket. The drowning of 
Shelley, who had coaxed Byron in- 
to the venture, almost crushed 
Hunt with despair—he didn't know 
how he would ever get his tribe 
back to England without Shelley 
to lend him or beg for him. 

One cannot help hoping that this 
Leigh Hunt, capitalist, is a direct 
descendant of that Leigh Hunt 
who, out of poverty and struggle, 
gave the world so rich a gift.
